session of the Legislature starts 
seven weeks from today, and 
its leadership is being decided 
as this second week of the spe­ 
cial session gets under way. 
Farmer - contractor Roger 
Cloud, an eight-term veteran of 
the Ohio House, was expected 
to receive 
a fifth term as 
speaker at the Republican mem- 
bers-elect session today. 
It will be a different story 
when House Democrats - elect 
huddle Tuesday. 
Michael A. Sweeney, a young 
Clevelander who begins his fifth 
term in the House in January, 
has announced that he will op­ 
pose A. G. Lancione of Bellaire 
for the minority leader’s job. 
Lancione just was elected to his 
loth term. Both he and Sweeney 


Germans Seek 
New Contacts 
In Red China 


BERLIN (AP) — West Ger 
many wants to renew official 
contacts with Red China in the 
spring, a top official of the Bonn 
government 
reports. 
An 
ex­ 
change of trade missions could 
result, but the chief goal is po­ 
litical. 
Talks between the two gov 
ernments would not take place 
until Chancellor Ludwig Erhard 
explained his position to Prest 
dent Johnson, the official said. 
“Now that the American elec­ 
tions are over, we can move 
ahead in our dealings with Red 
China,” he added. 
West Germany and Red China 
aigned a one-year trade agree­ 
ment in 1957, but it was not re 
ncwed. 
German 
and Chinese 
officials held preliminary talks 
earlier this year. The Chinese 
Communists 
said 
then 
they 
were willing to sign a new trade 
agreement with West Germany 
providing for an exchange of 
trade missions and including 
clause stating that West Berlin 
is considered economically and 
politically part of West Germa 
ny. 
West Germany already has 
t r a d * agreements containing 
such a clause with the Commu­ 
nist 
governments of 
Poland, 
Hungary, 
Romania 
and 
Bul­ 
garia. This has undermined the 
Soviet and East German posi­ 
tion that Germany is divided 
into three separate units — East 
and West Germany and West 
Berlin. 
Some West German officials 
have said an exchange of trade 
missions 
between 
Bonn 
and 
Peking would have little trade 
significance but would be politi­ 
cally important. 
These officials feel it would be 
an overture to 
France that 
would not get Bonn into much 
trouble with the United States. 
France established diplomatic 
relations with Peking last sum­ 
mer and reportedly has been 
pressuring West Germany to 
follow suit. 
More important for the Bonn 
government, however, exchange 
of trade missions was seen as a 
step to deepen the split between 
Red China and East Germany. 
The East Germans have re­ 
peatedly accused Peking of ig­ 
noring their interests.

Gray, a seven - tenner from 
Piqua. 
Of 24 hills introduced during 
the first three days of this spe 
cial session last week, 17 are in 
the lap of the Senate. Only one— 
to validate advanced date state 
checks bearing the signature of 
the late Roger W. Tracy, state 
auditor who died a week ago— 
has passed both houses. 
The House Elections - Federal 
Relations Committee turns its 
attention again tonight to con­ 
gressional 
redistricting. 
T h e 
challenge of course is, in ac­ 
cord with a U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling, to map out 24 congres­ 
sional district in Ohio which are 
nearly equal in population.

Vatican Seeks 
Aid for Poor 


From Priests 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - The 
2,000 Roman Catholic prelates 
entered the final week of the 
current session of the Vatican 
Ecumenical Council today and 
heard an appeal for donations 
to the poor of the world, just 
as Pope Paul VI gave away his 
own jeweled crown. 
Archbishop 
Percile 
Feiici, 
secretary general of the Coun­ 
cil, told the assembly in St. 
Peter’s Basilica that a number 
of cardinals 
gave the Pope 
money for the needy after the 
pontiff’s dramatic gesture last 
Friday. 
The 
archbishop said many 
council father had asked how 
they 
could 
“participate” 
in 
Pope Paul’s action. 
“The very best way would be 
to give offerings to the Pope for 
the poor,” Archbishop Felice 
said. He asked that such contri­ 
butions be sent to the Vatican 
secretariat of state. 
He appeared to be talking of 
cash contributions although 
at 
past council sessions some pre­ 
lates 
suggested 
that 
bishops 
turn in their rings and pectoral 
crosses as a way of raising 
money for the poor. 
There was no indication from 
Vatican, sources 
how 
Pope 
Paul’s $10,000 crown would be 
used to help the poor. 
The council began the 10th 
and last week of its third ses­ 
sion. 
The 
cardinals, 
archbishops, 
bishops 
and 
patriarchs 
may 
have to meet in the afternoons 
as well as the mornings to get 
documents ready for the cere­ 
monial closing Saturday. 
It seemed virtually certain 
that Pope Paul would be able to 
issue two council schemata as 
full Church decrees next Satur­ 
day. 
One blazes a new path for Ro­ 
man Catholic relations with oth­ 
er Christians. The other estab­ 
lishes the principle that all bish 
ops share collectively with the 
Pope in governing the church.

Quake Shakes 
California 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
series of earthquakes rumbled 
along a nine-county area along 
California’s central coast Sun­ 
day 
night, 
centered 
in 
the 
sparsely populated Santa Cruz 
Mountains about 90 miles south 
of San Francisco. 
A 
University 
of 
California 
seismologist said the heaviest 
shock registered between 5 and 
5.5 on the Richter scale which 
placed the destructive 1906 San 
Francisco earthquake at 8.25. 
The shocks in San Francisco 
were the city’s worst since a 
1957 tremor with a Richter mag­ 
nitude of 5.5 injured 31 persons 
and caused several million dol­ 
lars damage.

Some 60 Americans have been 
trapped behind rebel lines in the 
northern Congo. At last report, 
the five-man U.S. consul staff in 
Stanleyville headed by Michael 
Hoyt, 33, of Chicago, was being 
held under house arrest. 
Carlson was captured Sept. 21 
by the rebels when he refused to 
abandon his Congolese patients. 
They said Carlson’s only mili­ 
tary experience was a two-year 
hitch in the J^avy between 1946 
and 1948. 
Carlson was captured by the 
rebels on Sept. 21 at Yakoma, 
north of Stanleyville on the Con­ 
go’s border with the Central 
African Republic. He had radi­ 
oed earlier that he intended to 
stay behind to treat sick and 
wounded. 
Christophe Gbenye, self-pro­ 
claimed president of the Com­ 
munist-backed “Congolese Peo­ 
ples’ Republic” in Stanleyville 
announced last month that Carl­ 
son was being held in the rebel 
capital, awaiting trial. 
In Chicago, Dr. Arden Alm- 
quist, 
executive secretary of 
Covenant World Missions, said 
Carlson “definitely is not a spy. 
“Part of his difficulty may be 
that we have radio communica­ 
tion between our various mis­ 
sion 
stations 
and 
we 
have 
transmitters,” he said.

Jacob K. Javits 
of New York made it clear they 
will use all the influence they 
have to force a change in lead­ 
ership of the national commit­ 
tee. 
Coldwater said on has return 
Sunday night from a Jamaican 
vacation after his defeat by 
President Johnson that the par­ 
ty should honor Burch’s “con­ 
tract.” Gold water picked Burch 
for the chairmanship after his 
own nomination at the San 
Francisco convention and the 
committee in turn elected the 
Phoenix, Ariz., lawyer. 
Burch has scheduled a Janu­ 
ary meeting of the national 
committee at which he has said 
he would stand or fall on a vote 
of confidence. 
Veteran politicians had ex 
pected Burch to save his $30,' 
000-a-year job by some concili 
atory statement that he would 
serve all policy factions as a 
non-policy-making director.

Forest Fires, 
Snow Storms 
Plague Nation 


CHICAGO (AP)—Forest fires 
continued to ravage woodlands 
in the desperately dry eastern 
half of the nation today, adding 
to the already staggering cost 
of the record-shattering autumn 
drought. 
Rainfall dampened portions of 
the Midwest Sunday, but the 
light downfall wasn’t enough to 
make up for weeks and months 
of no rain. 
Communities 
renewed 
their 
effort to gain federal emergency 
relief funds, 
farmers 
hauled 
water to livestock, city officials 
planned alternate water sup­ 
plies and farmers watched their 
winter crop wilt. 
But in the Northwest, snow 
was piled three feet deep in 
spots and temperatures plum­ 
meted below zero. 
Officials closed U.S. 160 over 
Wolf Creek Pass in southwest­ 
ern Colorado and Independence 
Pass in the central portion as 
snow piled up three feet deep. 
Ten inches of snow fell in As­ 
pen. 
In Wyoming, light snow con­ 
tinued to fall 
and highways 
were reported slick and danger­ 
ous. 
The temperature dropped to 
25 below zero in West Yellow­ 
stone, 
Montana’s 
traditional 
icebox. It was 4 below in Butte. 
A 16-inch snow stalled traffic 
near Broadus, Mont. 
Snow fell in the mountains of 
western New Mexico, and Zuni 
reported a 4-inch fall. Northern 
Arizona and the mountains of 
southern Arizona were hit by 
snowfalls. 
The Midwest drought abated 
somewhat after a day of sub­ 
stantial 
rainfalls. 
The 
U.S. 
Weather 
Bureau 
predicted 
a 
sharp temperature decrease as 
a cold front moved toward the 
heart of the nation.

Authorized by the 1961 legis­ 
lature, the garage was built 
under supervision of a four- 
member underground parking 
commission headed by William 
E. Knepper. 
Ground was broken June 21, 
1963, and—although all the cere­ 
monies will be next week and it 
will go into immediate use—the 
job still is about six and a half 
months 
from 
completion 
be­ 
cause the site will be land­ 
scaped. 
Among minor crises which 
broke around construction of the 
garage were protea** about re­ 


moval of statehouse lawn stat­ 
ues, trees, shrubs and even 
squirrels. The statues are being 
put back now, and officials say 
new plantings will be healthier, 
prettier and more adapted to the 
area. 
There also was a fuss about 
removing a parking lot east of 
the annex where state lawmak­ 
ers. supreme court judges, some 
other state officials and news­ 
men covering the Capitol now 
park 
free.

Rhodes ordered plans changed to 
keep the lot. 
The $6.6 million facility was 
financed with revenue bonds, 
sold to investors the same day 
they were awarded for purch­ 
ase.

Rates are 25 cents for 30 min­ 
utes, 40 cents for 30 to 60 min­

Jet Vanishes 
Minutes Away 
From landing 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) 
- 
Wreckage of an airliner that hit 
a mountain peak in a storm 
last 
night 
was 
found 
this 
morning. Sheriff's deputies said 
all 
28 persons 
aboard 
were 
dead. 
The 
propjet 
Bonanza Air­ 
lines plane vanished during a 
snowstorm just before it was 
due to land on a flight from 
Phoenix. 
Searchers spotted the wreck­ 
age shortly after dawn. 
Helicopters flew to the scene 
and began flying bodies to a 
lower level. 
The scene is about 16 miles 
southwest of Las Vegas near 
the railroad community of Ar­ 
den. 
The terrain is so rugged in 
that area that jeeps could not 
reach the scene. 
A motorist told sheriff’s offi­ 
cers he saw the twin-engine 
plane skimming the ground on a 
whirl of snow eight miles south 
of the city. 
The Fairchild F27, Bonanza 
Airline’s Flight 114 from Phoe­ 
nix, Ariz., was three minutes 
from a landing at McCarran 
Field when it vanished from the 
radar screen at 8:27 p.m. 
The plane was heading nortiv* 
east, dropping down into the 
mountain-rimmed 
Las 
Vegas 
valley for an instrument land­ 
ing. 
Sheriff’s 
officers 
said 
Bob 
Baker, a Las Vegas man, told 
them: “I was driving on High­ 
way 91 between 8 and 8:30 p m. 
when I saw a Bonanza plane, 70 
to IOO feet off the ground, head­ 
ing southeast.

A space agency spokesman 
said engineers believe the X258 
is “tipping-of” and “ coning. 
Tipping-off is a term to describe 
a slight jar when the X258 sepa­ 
rates from the second stage, 
knocking it off line. 
Coning 
means that it travels in spiral 
fashion instead of on a straight 
line. 
The demanding missions as­ 
signed to the Delta rocket may 
have extended the stage beyond 
its capability.

Coin Collecting 
Boom Reaching 
Dizzy Heights

In Monroe, Wis., bank offi­ 
cials doled out 20,000 wooden 
nickels. Before Uncle Sam could 
tell them they couldn’t do this, 
19,550 
had disappeared from 
circulation. Some have turned 
up in coin shops. Price: one 
dime. 
In New York the other day a 
dealer wrote out a check for $17 
in exchange for 91 cents worth 
of this year’s coins. 
What mad, mad world is this 
where some banks will give you 
a dollar bill for 98 cents in 
change; or offer trading stamps 
for cash: Where a single shiny 
penny (1932D) will sell for $18; 
a dime (1916D new) as much 
as $700. The letter on a coin 
indicates where it was minted: 
D means Denver; S, San Fran­ 
cisco; O, New Orleans; and P 
or no letter, Philadelphia. 
What craziness is this when 
coin dealers can pay 1.000 times 
the face value of a roll of nick­ 
els, and still sell for a profit? 
There’s a boom in coin col­ 
lecting that some dealers say 
has reached the dizzy heights of 
mania.

Thomas J. Wass, president of 
the National Association of Coin 
Dealers, blames much of to­ 
day’s coin shortage on the mas­ 
sive quantities locked 
up in 
millions of machines — parking 
meters, candy dispensers, ciga­ 
rette machines, laundries, tele­ 
phone boxes, changemaker! — 
that pock our sidewalks, offices 
and stores. 
Some dealers think the Ken­ 
nedy commemorative half dol­ 
lar, saved by minions for senti­ 
mental reasons — and still not 
in general circulation even after 
131 million have been minted — 
lured many more to the hobby.

doubtless still true, but Margar­ 
et Malherbe has found it takes 
money to promote the idea. 
Lack of public support has 
forced Mrs. Malherbe and 14 
helpers to abandon a courtesy 
crusade aimed at reducing fric­ 
tion between the 
segregated 
racial groups of South Africa. 
She spent two years at it, and 
about $1,400. 
Mrs. Malherbe, a Johannes­ 
burg housewife, says: 
“We are sorry to see the cam­ 
paign abandoned, but our opera­ 
tion lasted only as long as funds 
were forthcoming. Now we have 
nothing left in the bank.” 
The 
courtesy 
campaigners 
distributed thousands of leaf­ 
lets, posters and booklets urging 
shopkeepers, h o u s e h o l d ers, 
business 
organizations 
and 
schools to encourage and pro­ 
mote interracial politeness. 
The 
campaigners’ 
courtesy 
code suggested that black and 
whites should: 
Speak out against rudeness 
wherever found; 
Refuse to accept service if 
others, regardless of color, have 
been waiting longer; 
Refrain from calling a black 
servant or other employe by the 
name of Jim, Boy or Kaffir — 
African; 
Challenge 
unfair 
condemns 
don of any particular racial 
group; 
Never ask a male African 
servant to wash or iron w o rn - 
en’s undergarments —it offends 
his dignity; 
Treat 
Africans 
and 
other 
races with human dignity; 
Teach children to be polite. 
“Children are often the worst 
offenders,” says Mrs. Malherbe 
The social structure of South 
Africa allows white children to 
be waited on hand and foot, not 
only by African servants but 
also by their parents. This way 
of life breeds thoughtlessness 
which leads to rudeness and, as 
they grow older, it becomes an 
established way of life which 
leads to friction between the 
races.” 
Mrs. Malherbe found promo­ 
tion of racial good will no easy 
task. 
South Africa’s rigid apartheid 
laws are enforced by thousands 
of “whites only” signs. People 
are 
channeled 
into separate 
buses, trains, theaters and post 
office counters. There are thus 
few opportunities for contact by 
whites 
intent 
on 
promoting 
courtesy and good will among 
the racial groups. 


Is Labeled as Unenforcible 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—One 
Ohio congressman, a veteran in 
this sort of thing, turned in his 
campaign spending report this 
way: 
Received $1,000, spent $24.28. 
Balance none. 
Did he comply with the law? 
Y e s s a y s the secretary of 
state’s office which didn’t bother 
to ask about that other $975.72 
— and, apparently 
with good 
reason. 
“The present law is unenforc­ 
ible,” says Secretary of State 
Ted W. Brown, the state’s chief 
election official. 
“Repeal it, or give us some 
kind of law with teeth in it,” 
says Brown. 
A Brown aide adds: “The 
money can go for booze and it’s 
not against the law.” It may, 
however, irk some contributors. 
The present law is so full of 
loopholes, says Brown, “that a 
man can spend all he can get.” 
Nevertheless, all of Ohio’s can 
didates for public office — Win­ 
ners and losers, will file reports 
in the next few weeks as re­ 
quired by the law. The deadline 
for statewide offices and Con­ 
gress, which are filed with the 
secretary of state, is Dec. 18. 
Candidates for county and less­ 
er offices file with county elec­ 
tion boards. 
The reports, showing expendi- 
ures 
and receipts 
must be 
filed within 45 days after a prim 
ary and within 45 days after a 
general election. 
The law also says that candi­ 
dates for statewide. Congress or 
Senate posts cannot spend more 
than $5,000 themselves. There is 
no limit on what “ supporters” 
or, for example, “the committee 
for John Doe for Governor,” 
can spend. 
Failure to make report means 
the candidate can’t run for of­ 
fice for five or seven years, de­ 
pending on the term of the of 
fice he sought. There is also the 
possibility of up to six months 
in jail and a $500 fine. 
Of course, if the candidate lies 
in his report, he is subject to 
perjury 
prosecution, 
bait 
as 
Brown points out, there is “no 
policing” of the reports. 
Brown says the present law 
is not intended to produce the 
same results as a checkup by 
an accounting firm would do. 
William G. Harrington, chief 
election counsel for Brown, says 
many Ohioans wrongly believe 
that the filing of the reports is 
like an accounting. Its purpose, 


says Harrington, is to find out 
if any individual has exceeded 
his limit. But he admits that 
since many of the candidates 
are supported by organizations 
and committees the law is weak, 
except in some primary cam­ 
paigns. 
There is wide leeway too, of­ 
ficials in Brown’s office say, on 
how the report is made. Some 
candidates list all meals as an 
expense.

No one 
has checked to see that he spent

How much money does it cost 
nowadays to run for state of­ 
fice? 
Brown says he wouldn’t think 
of running for Congress unless 
he—or somebody backing him— 
had $10,000 before the primary. 
In a metropolitan county like 
Cuyahoga (Cleveland), Brown 
says the minimum to run for a 
county office would be $5,000. 
An Associated Press survey in 
1956 showed that every vote cast 
Ohio ends up costing about 
$3.75. This figure includes all 
campaign expenses and the cost 
of holding elections. 
The big expense for begin­ 
ning candidates is the primary. 
Once elected, the picture can 
change. Several Ohio Congress­ 
men frequently report nothing 
received or spent in a primary. 
A candidate’s aspirations and 
the party’s plans for him also 
figure in the cost. The late Ro­ 
ger W. Tracy, state auditor, 
spent about $5,700 getting elect­ 
ed in 1962. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, who 
received much bigger party con­ 
tributions, spent almost IO times 
that much in 1960 in getting 
elected to he same job. 
But, said another Brown aide, 
a well-known person like astro­ 
naut Col. John H. Glenn Jr., 
“could have made it with his 
$50 filing fee.” 
Brown, who recalls his coat 
and pants didn’t match when he 
was elected to his first public 


office in 1932, says “it’s getting 
harder and harder for a man of 
moderate means to run unless 
bes in a small county.” 
Although the limit of $5,000 per 
individual might stop a million­ 
aire from “buying office,” it 
cannot stop his wife, relatives, 
friends or party from pouring 
what Brown calls “tremendous 
amounts of money” into a cam­ 
paign. 
As he did in 1962, Brown will 
try to get a change in the pres­ 
ent law so that campaign money 
is deposited in a bank.

Worry Warts Wrong 


Minor officials in federaldom every 
cnee in awhile throw up their hands in 
horror at the economi 
prospects of 
“disarmament.” To them, it seems, Hie 
defense budget is everything and a sud­ 
den 
cessation 
of 
defense 
spending 
would throw the U. S. economy into a 
panic from which it might never recov­ 
er. 
To prevent such a 
catastrophe 
at 
some point in the future, they are fond 
of pointing to all types of government 
research programs which might be in­ 
stituted to direct surplus manpower into 
new fields of employment, 
factories 
into new lines of consumer goods, and 
so on.

are about to be curtailed. But most of 
them will have already taken the ini­ 
tiative to provide new areas of enter­ 
prise for their talents. 
This is the situation now with many 
firms which formerly were primarily 
engaged in filling defense contracts. 
Some companies, which prefer to plod 
along complacent in the dream that a 
guaranteed market for their products 
will continue to be provided indefinite-, 
Iv by the Defense Department, will run 
into trouble. 
But in a free society, that is a natural 
risk and non-progressive enterprise will 
fall heir to, and it is this weeding out 
of the unfit which has produced a con­ 
stantly improving standard of living. 
Businessmen are not the fools some 
federal planners apparently think they 
are.

Young Player Dies 
On Football Field 
SHREVEPORT, La. (AP) — 
Olin Youngwood Jr., 11-year-old 
Negro, collapsed and died while 
playing sandlot football Sunday. 
Authorities said an autopsy 
would be performed. 
The death raises to 24 the 
number of football fatalities re­ 
ported so far this season.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson, back in the White 
House for the first time since 
his big election victory, got a 
backyard welcome Sunday night 
from Cabinet 
members, staff 
aides, children and dogs. 
A crowd of several hundred, 
headed by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, gathered at the 
south portico to greet the Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Johnson as they 
arrived by helicopter on the fi­ 
nal leg of a trip from their 
ranch home in Texas. 
“ My,” said Johnson, “It’s so 
nice to see all of you.” 
Johnson is expected to remain 
in Washington only a few days 
and hopes to spend much of the 
next seven weeks at his hill- 
country 
ranch 
near 
Johnson 
City. 
Rusk and other Cabinet mem­ 
bers and their families were the 
first to greet the Johnsons, set­ 
ting up an informal receiving 
line 
alongside 
the 
helicopter 
ramp. 
The others, 
most of them 
White House employes, some in 
work clothes, then formed 
narrow aisle through which the 
Johnsons walked into the execu­ 
tive mansion, handshaking all 
the way. 
The President apparently had 
no advance word of the very 
informal affair. 
Johnson hadn’t been 
home 
long when he made a quick trip 
by car to the State Department 
to drop in on a farewell party 
tor Dr. Walter W. Heller, who 
has resigned as chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers 
to return to a professorship at 
the University of Minnesota.
